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Tour of Britain cycle 
race conies to the hills

Britain’s premier cycle 
race will be coming to the 
Blackdown Hills for both 
of the South West stages. 
The Blackdown Hills 


AONB will provide chal¬ 
lenging terrain and a strik¬ 
ing backdrop for this 
prestigious race on Sep¬ 
tember 14th and 15 th 


2010. 

At approximately 12 
noon on both of the race 
days, the tour will pass 
through the Blackdown 
Hills. On the Tuesday the 
route passes through the 
villages of Hemyock, 
Dunkeswell and Awlis- 
combe, and on the 
Wednesday, cyclists will 
race into Hemyock once 
again, this time from the 
west through Culmstock. 

They will then face a 
steep 1 in 5 climb, a sprint 
along the straight, fast 
ridge road, then down 
through the village of Sta¬ 
ple Fitzpaine and then to 
the finish at Glastonbury. 

Blackdown Hills AONB 
Manager, Linda Bennett 
said: “The Blackdown 
Hills are a fabulous area 
for cycling, whether rac¬ 
ing, touring, training or 
simply exploring the hid¬ 
den valleys and villages. 

“We are delighted that 
the tour is coming through 
the area, not least because 
it will give the Blackdown 
Hills its due recognition as 
a top location for cycling 
in the South West.” 

Robin Bevis, Devon 
County Council’s Tour of 
Britain Project Manager, 
said: “With its many steep 


climbs and descents, fast 
straight sections and twist¬ 
ing lanes, the Blackdown 
Hills were a logical route 
for the tour to take and 
they will prove to be tech¬ 
nically demanding 

stretches.” 

On the lead up to the 
Tour of Britain the Black- 
down Hills AONB team 
are encouraging people to 
get on their bikes, with op¬ 
portunities for any cyclist 
or any ability to get in¬ 
volved in a charity cycle 
ride for Prostate Cancer. 

Mr Bevis added: “People 
of all abilities will be able 
to join in with the spirit of 
the big race by taking part 
in the Prostate Cancer 


Charity Tour Ride and 
shorter rides on September 
5th. 

“The tour ride will fol¬ 
low the stage four route, 
again taking cyclists 
through the Blackdown 
Hills, and helping to raise 
the profile of the area for 
cycling.”

THE new seasonal brew from Devon’s 
Otter Brewery has just scooped Gold at 
the South West’s most popular beer fes¬ 
tival. 

Otter Mild, one of the 334 Westcoun- 
try beers on offer at the 18th annual 
Tuckers Makings Beer Festival in New¬ 
ton Abbott, finished top in the “Milds” 
class less than a month after being un¬ 
veiled to the trade. 

Now in it’s 18th year, and organised 
by the Society of Independent Brewers, 
judges inspected each of the beers for 
clarity, colour and flavour before an¬ 
nouncing the winners of the nine differ¬ 
ent categories. 

The “Milds” class (up to four per cent 
in strength) contained entries from 
across Devon, Cornwall, Somerset, 
Dorset and Wiltshire with Otter Mild 
surprising everyone in this, its debut 
competition. 

Made using a selection of traditionally 
malted barley and Challenger and Eng¬ 
lish Fuggles hops, Otter Mil is currently 
available at specially selected pubs 
across the South West. 

Patrick McCaig, Otter’s Sales and 


Marketing Director, is thrilled by this 
latest award. 

He said: “Mild is a low gravity beer 
that was principally drunk in the Mid¬ 
lands and Northern England. 

“Once it was sold in every pub, but 
Mild experienced a catastrophic fall in 
popularity after the 1960s and was in 
danger of completely disappearing. 

“As a family run brewery we feel ex¬ 
ceptionally proud to have been able to 
help re-introduce this style of beer and 
also to produce a session beer with such 
a soft and distinctive mouth feel. 

“Dad grew up drinking Mild so this 
has been a bit of a pet project for him. 
He is over the moon to have won Gold 
during the blind tasting from some very 
experienced judges.” 

Wetherspoons have also just an¬ 
nounced Otter Mild was their cus¬ 
tomer’s second favourite beer at the 
nationwide pub chain’s annual “Inter¬ 
national Real Ale Festival”. 

The month long event is held every 
April and features 50 specially chosen 
national and international beers accom¬ 
panied by full tasting notes.

to grow their 
own vegetables, and with 
towns and villages across 
the country facing huge 
waiting lists for allot¬ 
ment sites, one Black- 
down Hills community 
has been lucky enough to 
open a new allotment. 

Villagers in Combe St 
Nicholas are celebrating 
the opening of the vil¬ 
lage’s first allotment 
since before the war. 

The project has taken 
only 16 months to get off 
the ground, with the 31- 
plot site giving villagers 
the opportunity to grow 
their own once more. 

The project came in to 
fruition thanks to the vil¬ 
lage horticultural society. 

Chairman of Combe St 
Nicholas Horticultual 
Society Rob Grimmond 
said: “In November 2008 
the committee were ap¬ 
proached and asked if 
there was any chance of 
establishing an allotment 
site in the village. 

“The committee made 
a presentation to the 
parish council as by law 
they have to provide an 
allotment for the com¬ 
munity if up to six peo¬ 
ple request it. We had 
eight people interested 
on our list.” 

While the search was 
then on to find suitable 
land within the village, 
they formed an allotment 
association, affiliated 
with National Society of 
Allotment and Leisure 
Gardeners. 

In August of last year 
they received an offer of 
some land and by the 
new year, the lease was 
signed.

The event will be 
hosted and organised by 
the Woodland Associa¬ 
tion and the Working our 
Woodlands project and is 


supported by the Ne- 
roche Scheme and the 
East Devon and Black- 
down Hills AONBs. 

Held just under the 
Wellington Monument it 
is hoped it will become 
an annual event. 

Some of the woodland 
trees are a bit behind last 
year I have noticed, and 
the colder weather we 
had in May did not help. 

When doing any work 
on trees or in the wood¬ 
land just keep an eye out 
for nesting birds, and if 
possible hold off any 
work until July. This the 
time we do our mainte¬ 


nance and checks on 
equipment ready for the 
Autumn, and it is always 
well worth checking 
safety equipment. 

If you buy in wood for 
logs, now is the time to 
order them. Not only are 
they usually cheaper 
now, but it will ensure 
you don’t run out. 

If you have woodland 
now is the time to check 
those boundary fences 
and repair as necessary 
before the cattle are let 
out on the grass. 

Look out for Deer dam¬ 
age on young trees 
roughly a metre and a bit 



off the ground as far as 
the deer can reach.

Forestry apprentices get to work 


VALUABLE qualifications and 
hands on work experience has been 
offered to five East Devon young 
people with the launch of a pilot ap¬ 
prentice scheme. 

Funding for the £2.4 million pilot 
has been made available from 
“Making it Local”, a five year lo¬ 
cally managed grants scheme for 
young people in Forestry and Ar¬ 
boriculture. The scheme is managed 
in the Blackdown Hills and East 
Devon Areas of Outstanding Natu¬ 
ral Beauty, along with the Forestry 
Commision. 

This is only the second scheme of 
its type in England and over 150 ap¬ 
plications were received for the five 
places. 

Apprentice Stuart Taylor said: “I 


was so pleased to be offered the ap¬ 
prenticeship. It is giving me a 
chance to not only achieve qualifi¬ 
cations and certificates, but also to 
gain valuable, practical experience 
that I hope will help me be success¬ 
ful in securing a full time position 
in forestry in two years time.” 

Two of the five apprentices are 
working with the Forestry Commis¬ 
sion within the public forest estate 
in Neroche and East Devon. 

Bicton College is managing the 
academic qualifications and assess¬ 
ing the apprentices who, on com¬ 
pletion of the apprenticeship, will 
have an achieved NVQ Level Two 
in forestry along with a host of pro¬ 
fessional competency certificates. 

Councillor Paul Diviani, Chair¬ 


man of the Making it Local action 
group said they were very pleased 
to be funding the innovative pilot 
project, particularly because it 
linked with local forestry busi¬ 
nesses and Bicton College to pro¬ 
vide jobs and training for young 
people in their area. 

“There are real opportunities for 
growth in the forestry sector locally, 
which should hopefully lead to 
long-term jobs for these young peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

The Forestry Commission is run¬ 
ning the two-year scheme along 
with Silvanus Trust, Bicton College 
and three private employers-Clin- 
ton Devon Estates, Forest Fuels and 
Kleen Kutt.
